Nature's wonders are often bid- 
den from man by the frailest of 
walls. Many of the greatest dis- 
coveries were made by acoidaut or 
coiucidence. A sheet of paper, 
coated with a certain chemical and 
lying by chance ou a laboratory 
table, disclosed to a Glerman phy- 
sicist the marvels of the x ray. 

Iu 1895, Wilbelm Conrad 
Roentgen, a professor of physios at 
the University of Wnrxburg, was 
experimenting with a glass globe 
from which most of the air 
had been pumped. The professor 
was repeating, and enlarging upon, 
the experiments of Sir William 
Crookes, by passing an electric 
spark through metal rods imbedded 
in the globe. While engaged in 
this, to him, interesting pursuit, a 
sheet of paper coated with barium- 
plaiiuocyauide happened to be ly- 
ing on the table ueart>y. The 
professor noticed that wbeu he 
passeil the electric current through 
bis apparatus, the coated sheet of 
paper emitted a peculiar, phos- 
phorescent glow, very much like 
the light of a firefly. Further ex- 
perimenting showed that wbeu a 
metal coin was placed between the 
glass globe and the ooated-papor 
screen, the coin oast a shadow on 
the screen. Bnt when a piece of 
hard rubber, leather or wood, was 
interposed In place of the coin, 
only a very light shadow, or no 
shadow at all, could be seen. Prof. 
Roentgen was certainly surprised 
at this Wooil, rnbber and leather 
are ordinarily quite opaque, aud 
allow no light rays to go through 
them. The rays emanating from 
the glass globe must be quite dif- 
ferent, then, from light rays. The 
professor took his apparatus into a 
darkened room and found that al- 
though the rays given out by his 
glass tube were quite invisible to 
the eye, they were able to affect a 
photographic plate as readily as 
light raj's. Furthermore, he dis- 
oovered I hat even though the pho- 
tographic plate was fully protected 
from light by wrapping it in black 
paper or even putting it in a wood- 
en box, the invisible rays from the 
glass globe were able to penetrate 
the covering over the plate aud 
affect the plate in the same manner 
as light rays. 

Prof. Roentgen, not having heard 
or read abont rays of this descrip- 
tion )>efore, did not know what to 
call them, so he used the symbol 
"X" in desoribiug them, since iu 
algebra X denotes an unknown 
quantity. The temporary name 
stuck, and today we still refer to 
Roentgen's wonderful discovery a« 
the X-ray. — SK. Nichdas.

Ladtei and Gentlemen : — Within 
the last few years events have ad- 
vanced at a very rapid pace, and far 
beyond any recorded in previoo.s his- 
tory. Accotiipanying this new re- 
cord tbe geographical outines of tbe 
Old World has lieen transformed, 
and forms of governments have 
taken on new aspects. At times the 
world had seemed to be tottering ; 
crisis followed Ufx>n crisis, and the 
emotions, passions, and sympathies 
of humanity have swerved to and fro 
to a degree never l)efore known. It 
could not be expected that the earth 
might l>e convuli»ed with a war of 
such a magnitude as tbe recent 
struggle without unsettling a great 
many minds and shaking the most 
conservative among us out of smooth- 
ly worn grooves. As the nations 
and peoples begin slowly to recover 
their equipose, we may properly feel 
a sense of satisfaction in tbe know- 
ledge that our country is doing so 
much in leading the world back to 
the work of peace and reconstruc- 
tion. 

The exigencies of the war and its 
imperious requirements, unsettling 
all ordinary arrangements, renders 
unneccessary an extended explana- 
tion of oar failure to meet in con- 
vention during the past four years. 
However, our activities t 

wholly cease, since the s 

which we have in view have JMren 
attended to by oar officials, who 
have kept in mind the objects of tbe 
Association, to wit: "To promote 
tbe welfare, in every respect, of its 
members and atber desf people * * 
-* ♦ to form a bond of union where- 
by they may act together for the 
oommon good. ' ' The good accom - 1 



plished by the Association may not 
always appear on the surface, but 
the benefits are certain and per- 
manent. 

During the trying war-period, 
from which we are now but slowly 
recovering, we with the rest of the 
people, have been called upon to 
face new conditions of life, to meet 
new demands iip<jn our patience and 
courage. We may claim with humi- 
lity, and still with jubilant satisfac- 
tion, that while the loss of an im- 
pKjrtant sense has kept us from fac- 
ing the enemy ns soldiers in our 
army at the battle front, we have, 
nevertheless, b- cti ably represented 
by our chil^rm. who have been 
there in large ni.,iiljers. Indeed, 
considering the percentage of the 
deaf to tli< whole jxjpulation, the 
ratio of son.s of deaf parents in the 
New York regiments which fought 
in France has been proportionately 
large. We may be said to have 
contributed our full quota, and to 
have " done our bit " by proxy for 
the honor of our beloved country ; 
our personal .services, rendered in 
various lines of endeavor, stand 
forth in evidence of the sound pa 
triotism instilled by our schools, 
which supply such efficient and 
pratical education to the deaf of the 
State. i'lducation and training, 
when pror>erly directed, will always 
produce definite results, and this is 
particularly the ca"" with those 
whom a physi.al deficiency 
prevents acquiring lan>,'nagc fur be 
yond the beginning period of hear- 
ing children 

Since our last meeting at Utica, in 
August, 1915, we have been called 
upon to mourn the death of two of 
our honorary nifcinl>er8. Prof. Knoch 
H. Currier, formerly Principal of 
the New York Institution for the 
Deaf, and Dr. Z. F. Wfsiervelt, the 
late Superintendent of the Rochester 
School. Both were prominent in 
the profession of teaching the deaf, 
and both did much to advance the 
educational and temporal interests of 
the deaf in the Ki.pire State. Man> 
of us knew them pei anally and inti- 
mately, and have a]>preciated their 
attendance at previous nieeting.s and 
the a.ssistance they so willingly ren- 
dered the Association ; all of ns 
know their excellent reputations 
and their high standing as the heads 
of successful schools. They were 
men who did their work conscien- 
tiously and well, who have earned 
and deserve our afleciionate remem- 
brance and lasting t.'^*' xni as educa- 
tors and friends, with whom it was 
an inspiration and an honor to t>e 
associated. Another loyal friend 
and educator, one of international 
repute, has likewise passed to the 
great l>eyond, since our last meeting, 
in the person of Dr. Kdward Miner 
Gallandet, than wliom no better 
friend or more sinccrt ^>enefactor has 
ever served the cau.se of the deaf. 
Known, loved, ;md revet -d by the 
deaf of the world, his can-t-r was one 
continuous effort in their behalf, and 
one crowned by unex;i«*pled success 
in his lasting moniim- at — Gallaudet 
College for the Deaf, at Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

It is a very agreeable privilege, 
as it is a pleasant duty, to direct 
your favora'ulf- attention to the 
efficient servici- fxing rendered by 
the National Fr.'tternal Socitrty of 
the Deaf; this society appeals to afl 
that is best in us. When, as may hap- 
pen at any moment, we become 
dangeron.sly ill, our thoughts are of 
those who dejxjnd upon us for sup- 
port; if insurance is not already 
provided for, it is too late then for 
anything but regrets. If we will 
but consider how the most intense 
suffering can be made even harder 
to bear when we realize that we are 
helpless to longer assist and provide 
for those whom we have always 
loved and protected, the warning is 
pertinent to provide while there is 
still time. An opportunity is 
offered yon to do this by the 
N. F, S, D., which will not 
only amply provide for your loved 
ones after you are gone, but will 
take care of both you and them 
should misfortune, through sickness 
or accident, overtake you. The 
Society is a system of insurance for 
and by the deaf, built tipon a sound 
basis, and its progressive managers 
have proved their ability, integrity, 
and sound financial judgment in 
bringing it up to its pre.sent high 
standing. There is a tendency to 
view with a.stonishment achieve- 
ments by the deaf which would be 
commonplace in the hearing. 
There ar- fields of effort in 

which dt a .serious obstacle, 

and for a deaf man, or body of deaf 
mei> to achieve success therein is 
rightly regarded as remarkable. 
Show your confidence in your fel- 
lows by uniting with this fraternal 
society; it is an organization with 
which every deaf man should be- 
come affiliated. This body, and the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
appeal to all of ns from the great 
work they are each performing, the 
former by providing assi.stance for 
the sick and needy; the latter by its 
valuable work in educating the pub- 
lic upon subjects which p-.<rticular- 
ly relate to the deaf, their getreral 
condition, their educa.tiou, moral 
at" -ical welfare, and their

suiTporting, useful citizens 

None of us like to be ma<'. ^nare 
of our imperfections; we prefer to 
believe that we are perfectly right 
in all that we say and think and do. , 



But there are occasions when we 
must squarely face and wrestle with 
hard facts, if we would not event- 
ually be hit and knocked down by 
ih( n And here we must sadly 
Hc-kiKMvledge that the great benefiis 
coiift rred by the .schools for the deaf 
in this State are, in too many in- 
stances, being hampered by misguid- 
ed parents who withdraw, or allow 
tlieir children to leave .school, before 
the cour.se of instruction is complet- 
ed Deaf children at school should 
not be permitted to leave prior to 
graduation. Like other young peo- 
ple they are apt to be swayed by 
ignorance of their own shortcom- 
ings, fliid imagine that they are fit- 
ted for self-support. Having had 
no opportunity to come into contact 
with the real exf)erience of earning 
a livelihood, they possess no means of 
judging intelligently what steady, 
daily toil implies and requires; they 
do not comprehend that it is the end 
of holiday, vacation, and recesses, 
such as they enjoyed at school, that 
it means so many hours steadily 
given to a definite line of work. It 
follows, naturally, that they form 
wrong conclusions of the unexplored 
field of skilled labor, and imagine 
that they have only to enter it to 
win immediate success. For this 
chimera they are ready to forego the 
advantages of securing the proper 
training and equipment, which can 
be acquired through a sufficient 
preparation in the academic and in- 
dustrial departments of their schools. 
This willingness to take chances is 
not optimism — it is sheer foolhardi- 
ness. 

Parents are primarily responsible 
in taking deaf cbildrau from school 
against the advice of principals and 
teachers, merely to add a few dollars 
to the weekly income by sending 
the children to work. The meagre 
gain today may mean a future life 
of failure and disappointment to the 
child grown into a man or a woman, 
and an additional burden to the 
State, if nothing worse. The major 
part of the blame in this matter, 1 
rc[>eat, rests upon the parents. 
They must be aware of the severe 
requirements demanded for a com- 
petence in life. At some time or 
other they must have had experience 
of the consequances of lack of train 
ing, and should realize the folly of 
allowing their children to plunge 
into a blind and tortuous path from 
which there is rarely an outlet. It 
should l>e their pleasure, as it is 
clearly their duty, to spare no effort 
to convince their children of the 
desirability, nay necessity, of com- 
pleting the entire school course; if 
the only way to keep the children 
at school is force, they should not 
hesitate to apply it, for control 
means much to growing children. 
Once free from the atmosphere and 
the restrictions of school, so essential 
and Ijeneficial in early age, children 
become verv su.sceptible to evil in- 
fluences, and thus it happens that, 
in addition to throwing away the 
blessing and advantage of education, 
there is the danger of being misled 
into fields lx>th harmful and de- 
structive. These possibilities are 
more threatening to the deaf than to 
these who hear, because the un- 
educated, or only partially-educated, 
deaf man or woman is not fully fit 
to be bread winners and useful 
citizens. For this reason they are 
more apt to take what seems to be 
the path of least resistance in sat- 
isfying their needs. Lacking the 
strength of character which the 
.school would have developed, they 
.surrender much more easily to the 
promptings of evil companions, or 
yield to impulses that often impel 
them to crime and disgrace. This 
is harmful to the deaf at large, since 
they are generally judged by the 
faults of individuals among them. 
The poorly educated and untrained 
in a trade not only aggravate their 
own handicap, but cast an unfavor- 
able reflection upon the rest of the 
deaf Kmployers, coming into con- 
tact with such deaf as have no train- 
ed working ability, or whose know- 
ledge of Knglish is so crude that 
communication with them is almost 
impossible, will form opinions that 
are not favorable to the deaf. The 
parents, as well as the young deaf 
people themselves, must be led to 
appreciate their resjxjnsibility to the 
community, of which each and all of 
us form a part. 

We know that the schools fulfill 

their functions faithfully, and while 

the children are under their direct 

influence, there is little to be feared; 

except in partcular instances, there 

is no reason why pupils placed at 

.schools should not be allowed to 

complete the course. The State, in 

providing schools and opportunity 

for educating the mind and training 

the hand, is also doing its duty in 

full; let the parents of deaf children 

do their share, and all will end well. 

If the parents shirk their duty, then 

they should be compelled to do it 

for the well-being of their children 

and the benefit of tbe State. This 

may require the passage of com> 

pulsory attendance laws, and if so, 

the sooner we have such mandatory 

statutes the betttr 

All of )ou have a more or less 
clear idea of what it means to secure 
and hold a paying position, in meet- 
ing tbe competition of life under tbe 
handicap of the lack of bearing — 
four senses as against five senses 
possessed by other people. This 
means that a deaf man or woman 
must tie prepared to do tbe work re 



understanding and perfect self-con- 
trol. Life will not accept the apology 
of not " prepared," nor is the world 
interested to hear why we are not 
able to " make good." We may be 
deaf, but the world surely does not 
owe us a living on that account, nor 
would we have it otherwise. We 
receive a good education, at least it 
is freely oflFered to us if parents will 
I>ermit their children to avail them- 
selves of the advantage, and this 
education includes training in a 
trade. But when deaf children are 
taken from school in the fourth or 
fifth grades, the training is cut short 
before it has secured a sound founda 
tion ; deaf children rarely show 
ability in the use of the Knglish 
language before reaching the seventh 
grade, and even then the cases are 
not numerous of a full command of 
language. This lack of even a 
working command of Knglish causes 
lasting injury to the mental develop- 
ment of the child, since it is a per- 
manent hindrance to the hope of 
future ability to read understand i ug- 
ly, upon which he depends for in- 
formation, and for tbe ability to 
carry on conversation /'ith those 
about him. It is the outcome of 
such breaches in training that gives 
rise to tbe dissatisfied individuals 
who envy those upon whom fortune 
seems to have smiled. Now, all of 
us meet opportunity some time or 
other, but when contingencies come 
to the untrained they are obliged to 
stand aside and let better men go 
ahead because of not being ready. 
Of course there are exceptions to the 
rule occasionally. It is no novelty 
to see people attain to places of in- 
fluence by making the most of ordi- 
nary capacities ; they have improv- 
ed to the fullest extent their modest 
powers. Other people may lean too 
heavily on vaunted talent ; they de- 
pand upon being happily inspired to 
meet a crisis, or trust to fortune 
that they may stumble upon a great 
opportunity. The result is that we 
some times see the familiar fable 
literally carried out ; the sober plod- 
der going right on, making the most 
of all that comes to band, wasting 
nothing, and at all times doing his 
best — the slow-plodding tortoise ful- 
fills the fable and outpaces the bare, 
— he "gets there," because he has 
thtf " stuff" in him, and uses it to 
advantage. 

We all must work, and this is a 
great blessing ; idleness is exactly 
what Chaucer names it, the curse 
and the minister to vices. While 
working, if we have not already 
done so, it is for us to get ready for 
our chance. This comes suddenly, 
and without notice ; if. we are ready, 
we seize it, otherwise it rushes past, 
and is gone for good and all. It is 
then too late to l)ewail our misfor- 
tune. The world cares nothing for 
excuses ; we either .succeed or fail 
because we have or have not what is 
required. In the race of life, the 
ready man is the one who is prepar- 
ed to squarely meet and satisfy the 
critical i.ssue for which it was in- 
tended. Now, if this is true of the 
world at large, among pieople who 
enjoy the advantage of all their 
faculties, it would seem to demand 
that the deaf should take full ad- 
vantage of the time allowed them at 
school, and prepare themselves in 
every way to be worthy of success 
as workmen, as well as loyal, useful 
citizens.
